The meagro news which todny has 


oeon brought from tho front indicates 
that there has been a cessation of actual 
fighting. Kuropatkin reports that his 


whole army is now at Mukden and that 
he did not lose a single 21111 in his re- 
treat. Kuroki'a army is on Iii3 east 
flank and that of Oku on his west flank 
and St. Petersburg officials surmise that 
a liig battle may be fought if the Japa- 
nese continue to press 
on Mukden. 


Should this movement northward on 
Kuroki's part continue it is regarded 


' in St. Petersburg as probable that Kuro- 


patkin will bo compelled to race him 
for Tio Pass, a strategic position forty 
miles north of Mukden. There is noth- 
ing in tho dispatches however, to indi- 
cate with any degree of certainty wheth- 
er the two armies will be forced to again 
engage at Mukden or whether the Kus- 
sians will continue to fall back on Tio 
pass,'

BIG PER CAPITA CIRCULATION 


"WASHINGTON, Sept. 8,—The amount 


of money in circulation in the United 
States is now greater than at any other 
time in the history of the country, the 
aggregate, being ,$2,558,270,948. Notwith- 
standing the loss in volume, through tho 
.loan to the Cuban Republic, this total 
is $11,600,481 "greater than the amount 
in circulation on 'August 1, and is $109,- 
377,806' more than on September 1, 1803. 
Based on the estimates of the treasury 
experts of n, population of 82,038,000, the 
amount in circulation, if equally distrib- 
uted, would give each man, womsfi and 
child in the United States $31.10. The 
per capita circulation has risen steadily 
at a faster rate than the population has 
increased. On September 1, 1903, it was 
$29.00; on the Rome date in 1002 it was 
$28.55; for IflOl it was $28.18; for. 1000 
it was $26.85, while on September .1, 
1898, ill'was $23.00, an increase of 23 per 
cent in six years.

troops. For four days the battle raged 
with terrible losses on both sides.

In the Moush district insurgents have 


adopted a guerilla form of warfare, am- 
buscading troops and bodies of Kurds. 
They demand certain reforms which con- 
cern chiefly matters of local administra- 
tion and economic questions not involv- 
ing the integrity of the empire. 


A number of villages have been plund- 


ered and burned and many persons kill- 
ed and maltreated and another massa- 
cre is daily expected by the Armenian 
population, which is in destitute circum- 
stances. About 15,000 have lost every- 
thing and are starving, many being ill 
and wounded.

WHAT SHOULD MY HEIGHT BE? 


Here Is what an expert says on the 


subject: 
The height of the human figure is six 


times the length of the right foot. The 
face, from the point where the hair 
starts on the brow to the end of the 
chin, is one-tenth of the whole stature.

was 


locked up by the Creator secure from 
the preying investigations of man, but 
if those statements are true, the Crea- 
tor hns someway failed in hin purpose, or 
else has seen fit in those days of won- 
derful progress to permit man to make 
the first departure from what has al- 
ways been thought to be inviolate. 


This life creation discovered is simple, 


that is the ingredients, nnd it is really 
surprising that scientists have not before 
found it out. Ammonia, distilled water, 
alcohol, with salt added and all inclosed 
in a glass tube for nn hour, says the 
account, creates the foundation, or the 
beginning of life. 
This would not be 


open to the suspicion of people so much 
perhaps if it were not for the alcohol, 
for all very well know in 
alcohol if 


plenty is used, arc snakes, nnd if snakes, 
certainly other forms of life. 


But as this may all be scientist Little- 


field declares he has produced animal 
life, though not living, animate, con- 
scious forms. These he hopes to soon 
produce. The account says: "A few 
drops of the chemical liquid was 
put 


under a powerful 
microscope. As if 


boiling and hopping about over tho liq- 
iiid were innumerable objects, appearing 
in shape and action like a gnat or flea 
of tho smallest possible size. Mr. Little- 
field said the comparison of his chemical 
made insects with gnats or iloas is too 
great in size, for the insects from the 
lio.uid were, he said, 250 times smaller 
than they appeared through the micro- 
scope. Ho was happy over his experi- 
ment, which, he thought, would interest 
students of science and prove conclusive- 
ly that animal matter, or life, can be de- 
veloped from chemical compounds."

dated August 31, published detached in- 
cidents of the fighting of August 20 and 
30 on thn Russian east flauk. 


On the evening of the 20th the Japan- 


ese opened a heavy fire from fort No. 
8 and other points, directing their larger 
guns chiefly at the Russian positions .on 
a hill called the Small Eagle's Nest. At 
Sbushyen the Japanese 
removed 
the 


roofs 'from a number of Chinese houses 
strongly constructed of mud and stone 
and converted them into excellent re- 
doubts. At 0 o'clock on the evening of 
the-29th, a Russian regiment made a 
Budden 
onslaught 
on 
the 
Japanese 


trenches and at the point of the bayonet 
the Japanese wore forced to redoubt No. 
2; The Russians were unable to proceed 
further than this redoubt because of the 
fierce fire poured in upon them by the 
Japanese. According to comment made 
by the Novi Krai this redoubt .had evi- 
dently been greatly strengthened during 
the previous night- On the cast Hank 
the remainder of the night of the 20th 
was quiet.

It is now apparent that Oyama'a pur- 


pose by pressing the Russian positions io 
front of Liaoyang was to hold Kuropat- 
kin's attention while the Japanese right 
wing was thrust around the Russian rear 
to block the Russian line of retreat. But 
Kuropatkin, at its very inception had 
his eyes upon this ilanking movement 
and countered by early withdrawal of 
his main army to the right bank Of the 
Taitse river, changing his front to meet 
and hold General Kuroki in check while 
General ZaroubaielT's corps, at Liaoyang 
crossed, burning the Tmdges behind him 
and placing the river between "him and 
General Oku. Both the Russian and Ja- 
panese accounts seem to agree in say- 
ing 'that until the withdrawal 
of the 


main Russian army from Liaoyang be- 
gan, Kuropatkin had beaten oil the Ja- 
panese assaults in front of Liaoyang and 
that the Russian commander in chief's 
first movement ngainst Kuroki was al*o 
measurably successful. 
While not un- 


derestimating the difficulties 
attending 


the task of the retirement of the army 
northward nnd the 
continued 
threat 


from Oyama's right, the Xovoc Vremya 
evidently considers thot it already has 
practically been successfully accomplish- 
ed.

Novoesti 
nnys: "In England, 


France and Germany the serious nature 
of the consequences of the defeat of the 
Russian army is fully appreciated, and 
as the views of their military critics arc 
by no means unfavorable there exist no 
reasons why we should give way to de- 
spair over a defeat which never took 
plncc." 


The Invalid Russ. the army organ, also 


continues to maintain that Oyama met 
with a strategical defeat, but 
it ex- 


presses the opinion that Oyamn. has not 
yet given up hope of flanking Kuropnt- 
kin, 
for which he is strengthening Ku- 


roki iir.d diminishing the pressure against 
the Russian rear. 


The Novoe Tremya reviewing the sit- 


uation, declares emphatically that nei- 
ther mediation nor peace arc now even 
thought of. 


No further details of the losses suffer- 


ed by the Russians during the ten dnys 
fighting have been received. How long 
the roll of casualties ultimately will be 
can be estimated by the official report 
of the number of officers kilied or wound- 
ed between August 2fi and August 31 in 
a sinclc division. This division, that of 
General Kondrntsvilch, which is- under 
General Zn.roubaiefT and which formed 
pnrt of the Russian right, below Liao- 
ynng. lost twelve officers killed, thirty- 
five, wounded and one missing.

Delayed Dispatch Indicates That Rus- 


sian Retreat Was Anything; 


Bnt Orderly. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 7, 1:45 p. m. 


—From the latest advices received by 
the war office the authorities now believe 
that the danger of Field Marshal Oyama 
cutting oft General Kuvnpntkra has prac- 
tically passed. According to their cal- 
culation tho whole Russian army should 
reach Mukden tomorrow night. Gener- 
als Kuroki and Kuropatkin have been 
marching northward along parallel lines, 
both armies being greatly bumpered by 
heavy roads, the Japanese in a rough 
region and tho Russians along a. flat 
country, but embarrassed by tho high 
Chinese corn, which prevented inarching 
in the side of the main roads. No diffi- 
culty is being experienced at the Hun 
river, a few miles south of Mukden, 
where bridges had been provided for 
crossing the stream. There has been 
constant fighting at the Russian rear 
nnd along the eastern win-; but so far 
as known by the war office nothing of 
importance has occurred siuce the're- 


treat began. 


The general staff naturally is reticent 


about 
Kuropatkin'3 
plans, especially 


whether he intends to stop at Mukden. 
Mis decision probably will depend on the 
intentions of the Japanese. Contingent 
preparations will probably be made to 
evacuate Mukden and there i-3 consider- 
able evidence that Knropatkin, if com- 
pelled to go north will make a stand at 
Tiding, where the 
Russians wintered 


last j°ear. Tiding is forty miles north 
of Mukden. At this point there is a 
narrow defile, with the Liao river on one 
side and 
mountains running almost 


down to the railroad on the other. Steps 
arc being taken to guard ngaiust :i pos- 
sible attempt to cut the line there. 


The report that the sailing of the Bal- 


tic squadron had been postponed until 
November is officially denied as also is 
the report 'that several of the ships com- 
posing it developed defects. The squad- 
ron will sail for Libuu Sunday. Exactly 
when it will sail thence is not known. 


Although the report that Rear Admir- 


al Ouklomsky in command of the Rus- 
sian fleet at Port Arthur, is to be court 
martialed is uutnic, the admiralty hns 
decided to recall him, probably placing 
Captain Wiren, of the armored cruiser- 
Bayan, in command. It has icon realiz- 
ed "all along that Ouklomsky lacks the 
requisites of a commander of a fleet un- 
der such difficulties, but owing to the. im- 
possibility of sending a flag officer to 
Port Arthur he was allowed to remain 
in command. Thn admiralty is greatly 
dissatisfied with his action in returning 
to Port Arthur August 10 in the face of 
the order of the late Admiral Withoft 
not to do so. and this led to the decis- 
ion to supplant him.
